It soon 
became doubtful whether B fluid ring 
would bo any moro stable, and Prof. 
Pcirco hence conceived the idea that it 
was held up'by tho attractions of tho 
satellites. Mr, Him, a French physi- 
cist, him lately presented a p_aper to tho 
French Academy, ho maintains that tho 
ring is neither solid or fluid, 'but is a 
swarm of particles, which looks sblid 
owing to tho great distance at which
